A Continuation of the Letter written by a Polijh 
Knight, concerning the Power of the Pope, &c. 


HE former Part of this Letter (incerted in 
“4 Yetterday’s Courant,) ended thus, ‘ The Ca- 
€ tholicks urge, that the Power claim’d by the Po 
wes by Chrift bimfelf, when he told St. 
* Pere: he would’ give him the Keys of the King- 
“dom of Heaven; and that the Bifhops of Rome 
‘ate by uninterrupted Succeffion poffeis’d of thofe 
Keys. The Weiter proceeds, 

vo this their Adverfaries Anfwer, that what was 
fprxen to Pecer was not directed to him exclufively 
ot the other Apoftles, but to all of them in com- 
mon ; and in Fact ’tis demonftrable they had all the 
fame Gifts, and were empower’d with no lefs Autho- 
rity than St. Peter to preach the Gofpel. And tho’ 
it fhould be allow’d St. Peter was the moft eminent 
of the Apoftles, it would not follow from thence that 
his Succeffors are Vefted with the fame Authority 
he had: Becaufe there is not the fame Need of it 
after the Church is eftablifhed, as was at the Time 
of its Eftablithment ; and befides, not the leaft Sha- 
dow of Proof of it can be quoted from the Hol 
Scriptures : On the contrary ‘tis manifeft from thofe 
Scriptures, that there were Churches prior to that of 
Rowe, both in Antiquity and Luftre. St. Peter 
preach’d the Dodtrine of Chrift in feveral Parts, and 
founded many celebrated Churches, sennely in Je- 
rufalem, in Samaria, Syria, and Afia: Now fay they, 
the Pthops of thofe Churches, might rightly claim 
as much if not more Authority than the Bifhop of 
the (.hu ch of Rome. They challenge the Catho- 
licks to roduce a plain Evidence, or juft Proof, of 
St. Peir’s 1, confining the Supreme Power of his 
Ap fti.th:p to the See of Rome, that it could be ex- 
ercis’. there only and no where elfe. They go fur- 
ther, and aver St. Peter never was at Rome; but 
tha: ‘he Tradision of his fixing the Apoftolical See 
there. is tabulous: Befides, granting he was at 
Ri me. they fay nothing can be more abfurd than 
to affirm, thar at a Time when the Power of the 
was in irs fall Vigour, St. Peter durft have 
affem’d rhe | aft Authoriry over the loweft Roman, 
na over the meaneft Slave. The Catholicks con- 
tradick all rnis; And no Wonder,.for fuch Argu- 
ment: firike at rhe Root of the Pope’s Power, and 
by Confequence alarm all thole that hold their Pre- 
rogatives from him: But to confefs the Truth, I 
could never hear any Perfon folidly refure them, nor 
urge one Word from Scriprure to fupport the Ro- 
mith Hierarchy. The Catholicks fay the Hereticks 
lay too much Strefs on the Scripture, and that ’tis 
not a proper Judge of this Controverfy ; And there- 
fore appeal to pure and uncorrupt Antiquity. The 
Hereticks gladly put it upon that Iffue. And what 
appears to me, after a careful Perufal of the Tefti- 
monies brought on both Sides, to be the true State 
of the Matters, is this. The Churches: that upon 
the firft preaching of the Gofpel were planted in di- 
vers Parts of the Roman Empire, had all equal Au- 


thority, none being fubject ro another ; the Apollles 
feeking only to promulgate the Chriftian Doctrine 
without any Conterticn for Superioricy, Afte: wards 
the Numter of the faithful encreafing, I find char 
for the greater Order and Difcipline B thops were 
appointed in the chief Cities, who had erch the 
Care of a Diocels committed to hin. The Church 
being kept humble by almoit conunual Perfecurions 
made no Figure til! che Emperor's embracing the 
Chriftian Faith confirm’d ihe Inftirutionof Dioceian 
Epifcopacy : But in a little time after, Ambition in- 
finuating it felf into the facred Order, 5 Bithaps 
were exalted above the reft, viz. thofe of Rome, 


Conftantinople, Antiochia, Jerufalem, and Alexan- 


dria, and dignified with the Title of Metrorolica:s. 
The 2 firft prefently contended for Preeadency : The 
Bithop of Rome pleaded the ancient Honour of bis 
City, urging that Rome was the Head of rhe Em- 
pire ; the other alledg’d that the Majefty of thc Ro- 
man Empire was removed to Conftantinople. This 
Conteft hung in even Balance, cill the Emperor Pho- 
cas gave the Precedency to Gregory the Great Bithop 
of Rome, out of Perfonal Pique to the Bithop of 
Conftantinople, who it feems inveigh'd bitterly 
againft the Murther of the Emperor Mauritius com- 
mitted by Phocas. This was the Rife of the Prima- 
cy (or Supremacy) the See of Rome boafts of : 
Though ’tis po nothing accrued to them by thar 
Conceffion of the Emperor Phocas, more than the 
empty Honour of preceding in Place other Bi- 
fhops ; which is fuch an Honour as Chrift plainly 
forbid his Apoftles to covet. From henee ‘tis mani- 
feft, this Primacy was of human, not of divine In- 
ftitution. 

If it be ask’d, Granting this to be the true Ac- 
count of the Pope’s Acceffion to Priority of Place 
is not the Power Chrift gave to St. Peter rightly dc- 
voly’d upon him, as that Apoftle’s Succeffor 2 With- 
out tepeating what has been already faid touching 
that Succeffion, it may be anfwer'd : That ‘tis plain 
our Sayiour commanded his Apoftles to preach his 
Gofpel, that the Penitent might receive Forgivenefs 
of their Sins, and the wicked have theirs imputed 
to them ; but ii ao where appears he gave them a 
Commiffion to exalt themfelves above the Rulers of 
Kingdoms or States, and intermeddle in Affairs be- 
longing to the civil Magiftrare. St. Paul indeed 
taking Notice of the Quarrels and Controverfies 
that were among the new Chriftians, admonithes 
them rather to let them be made up by Friends of 
their own Religion, than carry them before the Tri- 
bunals of the Heathen, where Suits were profecuted 
with Expence and Animofiry: But as it muft be 
confefsi@ @ would well become the Pricfts of 
Times. 
preach Love and Union to their Auditors; {0 ’tis 
moft evident the Clergies affeming a jurisd:étion in- 
dependant on the civil Magifirate, after any Srats 
came to be Chriftian, was an Encroachment and a 
mifchievous Abufe. Who doubts that every Chrifti- 
an, whether Clergyman or Layman, may follow Sr. 
Paul’s Council,and inrerpofe his good Offices to recon- 
cile People that are at Variance: Butmay he cherefore 
erect a Court, and exercife the Office of a Judge? 
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Thé fu Emperors, iipon their Converfion to the 
Chriftian Faith, were very indulgent to the Bilhops, 
and having a high Opinion of their Sanctity, gave 
them Libercy to judge in Matters of Religion, but 
they making that a Handle for intérmedling in civil 
Controverfies, in time very fairly ufurp’d so them- 
{elves the fole Decifion of all caufes any way relating 
to Marviages, or Wills. In the mean while natural 
Reafon dictates, thar the Caufe cealing, the bfiect 
ought alfo to ceafe ; that is, the Magiltrace himicif 
becoming a Chriftian, the very Foundation of the 
Apoft!cs Admonition is taken away. Bur to proceed ; 
Eiclefiaftical Cenfares were at incruducd® fer 
maintaining Purity of Manners among \hriitans, 
and that fuch who led vicious and diffoiute Lives, 
might be fora Time excluded from the facred Or- 
ginances : But the Pride of the Popes rofe at kagth 
to that Pirch, chat they excommunicated whule 
Sraces, Kings, aad Emperors ; thus trampling under 
Foot thofe from whom they had receiv’d aii cheir 
Honour and Prerogarive.
